And the question will be asked by a perplexed people, asked in their be- 
wilderment and sorrow, why is it that after the passage of nearly 2,000 
years, instead of peace on earth and goodwill among and toward men, the 
world is filled with rumors of and preparation for war, and suspicions and 
hatreds are rife among’ people everywhere ? 

In seeking an answer to this question innumerable replies and reasons

4, «00t of the trouble; in a word, the tendency will be, as it-has been through- 


out the years of the past, to apportion the blame to others and to institu- 
tions of our own making, but never to accept any share of it as our own re- 
sponsibility. Yet, in the final analysis, the responsibility lies at our own 
door and rests with us as individuals. 

A nation is but an organization of individuals, and the national view- 
point is but the aggregate of the viewpoint of the people who constitute the 
nation; the national spirit is the spirit of the people themselves. Politicians 
do what the people want them to do, and statesmen are forced to act, fre- 
) quently against their own better judgment, because their people insist upon 
certain action and will accept and support nothing else. 

Nations to-day remain in a warlike mood because the individuals who 
constitute the nations are themselves lacking in goodwill the one toward the 
other, and lacking goodwill,4which is the only source of peace,—there can 
be no peace. = 

Individuals clamor for security in their homes and occupations; nations 
as organizations of individuals demand security; but there can be no secur- 
ity either for the nation or the individual unless there be peace at home and 
abroad. Nevertheless, as individuals, in, our own local communities, and in 
our relationships to each other, mankjnd is ‘unmindful of these great truths, 
and to a great extent mi attitudes of suspicion and hostility instead 
of seeking for understanding and gepdwill. ‘ae , 

The world, and each and every community throughout the world, counts 
its men and women who, in the current language of ‘the day, are chiselers, 
seeking to better themselves at the expense of others, trying to pull others 
down in order that they may rise, desirous of taking that which others have 
in order that they may possess it. Many creditors are harsh, unsympathetic 
and unyielding.in their attitude towards debtors in great difficulty through 
no fault of their own and insist on their pound of flesh even though it means 
the ruin and destruction of the debtor; on the other ‘hand, many debtors 
dishonestly seek to take full advantage of a difficult situation to cheat and 
defraud those whom they had asked to assist them in the past and who did 
assist them. And demagogues, both of the Right and the Left, of both high 
and low degree, take full advantage of each difficulty to fan the flames of 


discord and arouse and intensify feelings of enmity and prevent reasonable 
co-operation and the development of goodwill leading to peace and mutually 
beneficial compromise agreements. : 

The result is that all parties are invoking the power of the law to en- 
force their demands. As individuals they demand that force be applied as 
they would have-it applied. The next step, of course, is that as national 
groups they demand that the same law of force be applied against other 
national groups. And that means preparation for applying such force, and 
war as the only alternative. 7 : 

The answer to the question propounded above is that the heart of man 
is wrong. Mankind has not yet risen high enough, nor educated itself to the 
point where pgace on earth and goodwill among men ig really and truly de- 
sired. Mankind still prefers to live and rule by force, still prefers to act on 
the theory,—it is not a principle,—that Might is Right. Once man as an in- 
dividual changes his viewpoint he will find politicians both ready and anxious 
to accept and act upon it; the armament makers will find themselves with- 
out an occupation; freed of all the restrictions and obstructions imposed by 
individual and corporation selfishness and the evils of narrow nationalism, 
the economic system will operate successfully. 

The bringing of peace on earth and goodwill toward men is not a‘ mat- 
ter of law; it cannot be brought about by force; it must come, because it is 
the only way it oan come, through change in the hearts of men. It will be 
a slow growth, a development to which every true lover of peace and every 
believer in the a goodwill is called upon to lend his or her example 
and influence.. iling at others will achieve little; peace must be lived and 
goodwill practised.

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Henry Wise Wood, veteran chair- 
man of the Alberta wheat pool, was 
re-elected to office at the annual 
meeting at Calgary.

THE CHRISTIAN AND THE LORD'S 
SUPPER 


Golden text: ‘‘For as often as ye 
eat this bread, and drink the cup, ye 
proclaim the Lord’s death till he 
come.” 1 Corinthians 11:26. 


Lesson: 1 Corinthians 11:23-24. 


Devotional reading: Matthew 26: 
20-28. 


Explanations And Comments 


Paul’s Account of the Instituting | 


of the Lord’s Supper, verses 23-25. 
“For I received of the Lord that 
which also I delivered unto you’: 
with these words Paul prefaces in 
his letter to the Corinthians his 
account of the instituting of the 
Supper. By these words he refers 
to the spiritual meaning of the rite 
as coming home to him when he 
ponders the words spoken by Christ 
to his followers: Paul reports the 
words to the churches he founded 
even as these followers of Christ had 
reported them to him. 

“The Lord in the night in which he 
was betrayed took bread; and when 
he had given thanks, he brake it.” 
‘From the Greek word for thanks, 
eucharistesas, comes our word Euch- 
arist. The bread was unleavened and 
had been especially prepared for the 
Passover feast which Jesus and his 
disciples had been eating. It was in 
the form of hard, flat, round cakes, 
which were always broken, never 
cut. Because Jesus broke off the 
pieces of bread, the sacrament is 
sometimes called The Breaking of 


Bread. 


“And said, This is my body, which 
is for you.” This represents my body, 
is meant. The disciples clearly un- 
derstood the metaphor. ‘‘The connec- 
tion between Christ and us shall be 
of the closest kind; so close that the 
assimilation of the food we eat is not 
too strong a figure to express it. The 
food we eat becomes our blood and 
flesh; it becomes our life, our self. 
And it does so by our eating it, not 
by our talking of it, not by our look- 
ing at it and admiring its nutritive 
properties, but only by eating it. And 
whatever process can make Christ 
entirely ours, and help us to assimi- 
late all that is in him, this process 
we are to use.” 

Taking the cup, Jesus said, “This 
cup is the new convenant in my 
blood.” “The metaphor is a some- 
what violent one to us, but to the 
people to whom it was spoken it 
could have offered no difficulty what- 
ever. Blood was their time-honored 
synomyn for life. Had Christ spoken 
the words directly to us, he would 
doubtless have said, ‘This cup is not 
my blood, but my life: drink ye all 
of it.’ His life is the unfailing cup. 
How shall we drink his life? By no 
other means, I take it, than we we 
Crink in other spiritual things—by 
reading, by study, by thought, by 
imagination.” (Douglas Horton). 

“This do, as often as ye drink it, 
in remembrance of me.”

From Kansas Comes A Warning 
About “The Twin Perils” To 
Farm Children 

In a letter. just received- from In- 
dependence, Kansas, Mr. A. Z. Pot- 
ter says that having been raised on 
a farm he has first hand knowledge 
of the sad deaths of a good many 
children caused by the carelessness 
of their elders.

| Retires From Presidency | 


Of The Royal Bank 


Sir Herbert 8. Holt Is Succeeded By 
Morris W. Wilson As President 
And Managing Director 


After 26 years in office, Sir Herbert 
S. Het has relinquished the presi- 
dency of The Royal Bank of Canada 
and ncw becomes Chairman of the 
Board and Chairman of the Executive 
Committee. He is succeeded by 
Morris W. Wilson as President and 
Managing Director, and Sydney G. 
Dobson follows Mr. Wilson as Gen- 
eral Manager. 

These changes were announced at 
the end of the bank’s fiscal year, fol- 
lowing a regular meeting of the 
board. They are changes which con- 
stitute not only an important mile- 
stone in the 65 years of Royal Bank 
history, but also an event of national 
sienificance. Sir Herbert Holt’s re- 
tirement from the presidency marks 
the withdrawal from active duty of 
an outstanding Canadian, under 
whose’ leadership the Royal Bank 
has developed from a relatively small 
organization to its present status as 
one of the great financial inst‘tutions 
of the world. Furthermore, the ap- 
pointment of Morris W. Wilson as 
President marks the first occasion 
this office has been attained by a man 
from within the ranks of the bank. 

In assuming the newly created 
position of Chairman of the Board, 
Sir Herbert Holt will continue a 
connection with the. Royal Bank 
which began nearly thirty years .ago 
with his election as a director in 
February, 1905. He was appointed 
vice-president of the bank two years 
later, and became its president on 
November 16, 1908.

The Royal Bank has been in exist- 
ence for sixty-five years. It was in- 
corporated in Halifax in 1869 as The 
Merchants Bank of Halifax, its pres- 
ent name being adopted in 1901, and 
its head office removed from Halifax 
to Montreal in 1907, the year in 
which Sir Herbert became vice-presi- 
dent. 

When he was appointed president 
in the following year, the Royal Bank 
was recognized as being soundly 
established upon long adherence to 
the conservative principles of its in- 
ception. It was not, however, out- 
standing in the extent of its activ- 
ities, and it was under Sir Herbert’s 
direction that the bank entered a 
new period of steady growth which 
gradually made it one of the leading 
banks of the world, international in 
scope and influence. In 1908, when 
Sir Herbert became president, the 
Royal Bank had 107 branch offices; 
to-day it has nearly 800 branches, 
serving all parts of Canada and 
located in twenty foreign countries. 
Its assets during the same period 
have increased from less than $50,- 
000,000 to more than $725,000,000, 
and the number of its shareholders 
from 800 to a present total of 12,000.

Little Journeys In Science 


LIQUID AIR 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


All gases, if cooled and compressed 
sufficiently, may be changed into 
liquids, or even into solids. Sulphur 
dioxide (the gas which is produced 
when sulphur burns in air) is easily 
converted into a liquid, but other 
gases, including hydrogen and oxy~ 
gen, are very difficult to liquify. The 


| liquefaction of helium by the Dutch 


scientist Kamerlingh Onnes, in 1908, 
was regarded as a great scientific 
achievement. 


Liquid air was first obtained about 
fifty years ago and since then it hag 
been used commercially, the method 
of producing it having been continu- 
ally improved. It is made in large 
quantities by an intricate machine in 
which the air is compressed and cool- 
ed. The point at which the air be- 
comes liquid is called the “critical 
temperature”. Liquid air boils at 
-190 degree centigrade. When such 


| objects as a rubber ball, an egg, a 


piece of meat or a flower are placed 
in the liquid they bécome nearly as 
brittle as glass. When a tea kettle 
filled with liquid air is placed on a 
block of ice it boils vigorously, for 
the ice is hot as compared to the 
liquid air. 

Liquid air is used chiefly in the 
production of nitrogen, oxygen and 
argon, and is also used as a cooling 


| agent. When mixed with charcoal it 


forms a powerful blasting explosive 
since the charcoal burns in it. 

It was first thought that liquid air 
would be used widely for refrigera- 
tion, for cooling and ventilating 
rooms, and for the destruction of 
bacteria, but because it is expensive 
to produce and difficult to handle, it 
has not been used extensively for 
these purposes,

Thirty-seven were executed at Len- 
ingrad and 29 at Moscow. 

In all, 39 persons were tried at 
Leningrad and 32 at Moscow. Two 
were remanded for further inquiry 
in Leningrad and three remanded in 
the ‘capital.

The senate consists of 60 members, 
one-third of whom retire every three 
years.

New Serum Discovered 
Kills Cancer Cells But Is Only In 
Experimental Stage 

London.—Discovery of a serum 
which kills cancer cells after they 
have been removed from the human 
body, and does no injury to healthy 
human tissue so removed, was an- 
nounced by Dr, Thomas Lumsden, 
director of the London cancer re- 
search laboratories. 

The scientists, emphasizing strong- 
ly that the serum “is only in the ex- 
perimental stage and, has not reached 
the point where it can be tried ‘on 
human beings, nevertheless said a 
stage had been reached in which the 
serum will kill cancer cells removed 
from the human body without dam- 
age to normal cells similarly treated.

More Cattle And Sheep This Year 
But Fewer Horses 

Ottawa,—Canada had fewer horses 
and more cattle on the farms this 
year than last, according to a report 
issued by the Dominion bureau of 
statistics. There were more sheep 
and fewer swine. 

By provinces, horses show de- 
creases in all except Nova Scotia 
where a slight increase is shown. 
Total cattle have declined in all the 
provinces, with the exception of Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta and British Col- 
umbia. Sheep have increased in all 
the western provinces. Swine have 
decreased everywhere except in Que- 
bec, where an increase is indicated. 
Total poultry show increases in Nova 
Scotia, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia, and decreases in 
Prince Edward Island, New Bruns- 
wick, Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba.

SEND NO TROOPS 
INTO SAAR AREA 


Geneva.—France has said flatly 
she will send no troops into the Saar 
basin—and Great Britain promised 
to help police the territory during .- 
the forthcoming plebiscite if Ger- 
many is willing. 

Thus, with spectacular suddenness, 
the League of Nations council found 
an apparent solution of the problem 
that brought it into extraordinary 
session, the matter of keeping the 
peace in the little Buropean “tinder- 
box” that votes Jan. 13 to rejoin 
Germany, join France or remain un- 
der the league, 

If Germany assents—and Geneva 
waited anxiously to hear from Berlin 
—an international army will march 
into the Saar before the plebiscite 
to assure “fair and free” balloting. 

But the French troops, long held 
ready to move into the Saar, should 
Nazis attempt to seize it by force, 
will stay at home. 

Through Foreign Minister Pierre 
Laval, France made her astounding 
renunciation of the right to send 
troops into the Saar. 

“We cannot participate in an in- 
ternational force,” Laval ‘said, “be- 
cause Germany cannot participate.” 

Anthony Eden, lord privy seal of 
Great Britain, in an address that set 
Geneva a-buzz with comment, pro- 
posed an international army be des- 
patched to the basin before the pleb- 
iscite.
